FOR YEAR 
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Owners of rural property in Lake 
county arc divided as to their opinions 
regarding the proposed zoning ordin- 
ance. This was disclosed Monday 
when the first of the scries of public 
hearings were held in Antioch, Lake 
Villa and Newport townships. Other 
hearings conducted by the zoning 
board headed by John J. Hogan were 
held yesterday at Barrington, Lake 
Zurich, Half Day and Libertyville, 
and more, arc to follow on Friday, also 
on December 20 and 22. 

In Antioch Monday strenuous ob- 
jections were registered by property 
owners who oppose some of the re- 
strictions of the proposed ordinance. 
While agreeing,upon the provisions of 
the code affecting safety and bcauti- 
fication of highways, owners of rural 
property object to having their prop- 
erty zoned to restrict business enter- 
prises in areas where necessity arises. 
Property Owners Speak 
"It is my belief that the zoning 
board should proceed with extreme 
caution in framing such an ordinance," 
C. K. Anderson told the board. "A 
code that would fit present day con- 
ditions might prove to be a great 
handicap a few years hence," Ander- 
son said. 

"The proposed ordinance will place 
every foot of rural land under the con- 
trol of the zoning board, even in re- 
mote areas that arc far removed from 
main highways where there is no de- 
ment of public safety involved," Emar 
Sorcnson declared. Sorenson thinks 
the proposed ordinance is too broad. 
Consider Objections 
'The merits of the objections will 
be given consideration by the commis- 
sion in 'drawing the .permanent i»rdi% 
nance," 'John J. Hogan,. chairman of 
the ' zoning .' commissiori.Vsaid; .ISIqnflay. 
"The property owners' cap acquaint 
themselves with the tentative "ordi- 
nance and make their complaints to 
the'eommissiqn at these hearings. No 
doubt, after, all public "hearings "have 
been held, .the commission will make 
some change's 'in the ordinance before 
presenting the final draft to the "board 
of; supervisors."

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The Guardian of Freedom 

"Scorned in many lands, assailed even here, the Bills 
of Rights are the final safeguard of the individual," is 
the message contained in an article by James Truslow 
Adams in the New York Times magazine. 

"In a time when personal liberties are being tram- 
pled under foot and when personal vengeance is not only 
condoned but encouraged by totalitarian leaders," writes 
this eminent American historian, "the greatest democ- 
racies must look again and with new concern to their 
Bills of Rights. In such documents live the sum of 
man's victories over the forces of barbarism. and oppres- 
sion, and in their preservation lies the hope of man as a 
free individual 

"The Bills of Rights have been abandoned in the 
totalitarian countries. In Great Britain and in France 
there has been complaint against unofficial censorship. 
In our own America we have seen free speech and free 
assemblage challenged — and upheld by the courts. See- 
ing these things, we cannot fail to realize that our own 
Bill of Rights, under the protection of the courts, is the 
sole guarantee of the liberties of the individual" 

In this country, the Bill of Rights is the body of 
principles contained in the first ten amendments to the 
Constitution. And it is by all odds the most vital section 
of that great document of human freedom. The right 
to worship as one desires — the rights of free speech and 
free press — the right to petition the government for a 
redress of grievances — the right of trial by jury. All 
these and other rights without which human freedom is 
an empty term, are specified and guaranteed — the tenets 
of democracy, in firm, clear phrases. 

And here is the final safeguard of the individual, as 
Mr. Adams says. Whenever we weaken any of these 
rights, no matter how little, we move a step toward 
authoritarianism. There never was a time in history 
when it was more important for a free nation of free 
men to again appraise and reaffirm the great principles 
laid down by the founding fathers in the Bill of Rights. 

For the People — 

The new Congress convenes in Washington next 
month. It will be the seventy-sixth since that body was 
created by the United States Constitution 151 years 
ago. Its duties will not unlike any Congresses of the 
past — legislating in the best interest of all the people. 
And that is the case in point. 

In the past few years new laws have been written 
into the rule book of economic life. Doubt has been 



raised that some of them are in the best interest of all 
the people. In the main, the objectives of many of these 
laws have been worthy, but they .were conceived and 
written so hurriedly that they h?;«e blocked \heir own 
supposed objective — that of bringing recovery. Or per- 
haps the objectives have been too Utopian, and we 
should know by now that we cannot legislate our way 
i to Utopia any more than we can spend our way out of 
debt. 

It would be wishful thinking to suppose that Utopian 
schemes are at an end. There is always someone with 
a cure-all panacea and seemingly always someone will- 
ing to listen to it Already some of the Washington 
theorists are reported drafting more cure-all measures 
for presentation to Congress in January. 

What attitude the new Congress will take toward 
these "chasing the pot of gold at the end of the rain- 
bow" schemes is yet to be seen.

To those doubting Thomases who shake their heads 
dolefully and argue that new inventions and machines 
cause unemployment, two recent news items should be 
required reading. 

They disclose that two new industries, which will 
contribute to a further rise in the American living stand- 
ard, are about to be born. 

One is television. Literally millions have been spent 
in research in this field. Now television sets are to be 
produced commercially by next spring. 

The other industry will make a new yarn material. 
It, too, was born in an industrial research laboratory. 
It will be housed in two large factories, ' costing 
$17,000,000. 

Thousands of new jobs will be created in these in- 
dustries. How many, nobody can" foresee. But their 
development constitutes a formidable argument against 
pending proposals to hamstring science and invention by 
putting them under Federal supervision.

CHRIST'S NEW COMMANDMENT 

LESSON TEXT— Matthew 5:43-48; 22:34- 
40: John 13:34, 35; 15:12-14. 

GOLDEN TEXT— A new commandment I 
give unto you, That ye love one another; as 
I have loved you, that ye also love one 
another. — John 13:34.

The heart of all moral law is 
found in the Ten Commandments, 
but the very heart of the command- 
ments is the "new commandment" 
of Christ, that we love God with our 
whole being and love our neighbors 
as ourselves. For if we have that 
perfect devotion to God we shall 
keep His commandments (John 15: 
9, 10), and shall show our love to 
our neighbors by positive acts of 
interest and devotion, as well as by 
refraining from falsehood, violence 
and impurity. 

The message of our lesson today 
is one which will strike home to the 
hearts of honest and earnest men 
and women. When we stand in the 
revealing light of God's Holy Word 
we cry out for forgiveness for the 
manner in which we have failed 
truly to represent pur Lord in the 
world, and in prayer for grace to 
live as we should. Let no unbeliev- 
er who reads these words use them 
as a basis for criticism of his Chris- 
tian neighbor; but let him consider 
his own need of the regenerating 
and enabling grace of God. 

Our outline for today we borrow 
with thanks from Points for Em- 
phasis, by Dr. Hight C. Moore. It 
so aptly presents the truth that it 
merits our study. 

I. Standard of the New Command- 
ment (Matt. 5:43-48). 

"Love your enemies" (v. 44), that 
is the standard which Christ has 
established for His followers. While 
the love one has for the brethren 
is without doubt a more intimate 
relationship than the love one may 
have for an enemy, we must not 
seek to minimize the real love we 
should have even for those who 
curse and revile us. It is to move 
us so deeply that we not only treat 
them kindly, but also pray for them. 
Humanly speaking such a thing is 
impossible, but in Christ it is not 
only possible, it has actually been 
demonstrated in life. It is so easy 
for Christians to speak with derision 
that borders on hatred about "the 
devil's gang," to lose all love for the 
crowd that hangs around the tavern 
and the gambling house. Let us 
hate their sin, but may God help us 
to show that we really love them. 

II. Scope of the New Command- 
ment (Matt. 22:34-40). 

It is as high as God, as deep as 
the lowest sinner, and as wide as 
the circle of all mankind. 

A man must be right with God if 
he is truly and fully to love his fel- 
low men. To be right with Him 
does not mean a half-hearted one- 
day-a-week interest in religious 
matters, and that only up to the 
point where they do not interfere 
with our own interests and desires. 
To love God means to give Him the 
devotion of our entire being. 

Loving one's neighbors does not 
just mean the man next door. Even 
that is none too easy at times; and 
some of us realize that we have 
failed even there. But the man in 
Sweden, China, Germany, anywhere 
on this earth, is our neighbor and 
needs our love. There are no "for- 
eigners" in God's thinking about 
love; no poor or rich, no ignorant, 
no members of "another social or- 
der"— they are all our neighbors. 

III. Spirit of the New Command- 
ment (John 13:34, 35). 

"As I have loved you" — that is the 
spirit that is to move us to love our 
neighbor. God is love, and it was 
always His will that men should 
love one another. But the new ele- 
ment in this commandment of 
Christ is that He, the final and per- 
fect revelation of God's love, hod 
come to give His life in loving serv- 
ice and sacrificial atonement. Paul 
caught the spirit of this command- 
ment when he said, "The love of 
Christ constrnineth us" (II Cor. 5: 
14). There is the real motive, the 
true spirit of Christian life and serv- 
ice. 

IV. Sacrifice in the New Com- 
mandment (John 15:12-14). 

Love draws no limiting line be- 
yond which it will not go. Love 
says: "I count not my life dear if 
in giving it I may bring deliverance 
to my friends." 

Some folk talk piously of their 
love for God, but are not willing to 
go even across the street to speak 
to a soul about Him. If we love 
Him we would willingly go to the 
ends of the earth for Him, or con- 
tentedly serve Him in what seems 
to be a forgotten corner. We shall 
not question His guidance nor blush 
to own His name, even though the 

'Testimony may mean our death. 
This we shall do for Christ's sake, 

[and for the sake of a suffering hu- 
manity. 

- The writer thinks of John and 
Betty Stam whom he was privileged 
to teach in the classrooms of the 
Moody Bible Institute, and who not 
long afterward poured out their gal- 
lant young lives in martyrdom for 
Christ in China. "Greater love hath 
no man than this that a man lay 
down his life for his friends."

It Shirks NcceBsary Wastage Losses 
in Handling Goods in Its Stores 

A & P warehouses furnish to its retail 
stores dressed poultry, meats or other com- 
modities which, because of their nature, must 
be weighed out by the pound. The man- 
agers of A & P stores must tetcr show to 
A & P check-up supervisors cither the com- 
modities in the ice box, or on the shelves, or 
the money for. them in the cash register, in- 
cluding a profit, on the poundage sold. A 
& P thus escape inventory or shrinkage loss 
and that shows up as "efficiency on its 
profit ledgers. But since it is humanly im- 
possible for A & P employees to handle 
commodities of- that kind without some er- 
rors; some shrinkage and some wastage, th 
harsh requirement that they do^ so notwith- 
standing furnishes them an incentive to 
shortwc%h what customers buy. in order o 
Protect themselves from personal loss in 
. other words, the requirement acts upon them 
as a definite prod to short weights, as wit- 
ness the following happenings: 

A & P in 1936 was convicted and fined in 
23 cases of short weight poultry in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which were the result ot 



an investigation by buyers for ^.Weights 
and Meaaures Department for the D strict 
of Columbia, disclosing 71 short weight pur- 
chases out of 81 purchases made over a per- 
iod of three months. Thus A- & P escaped 
inventory loss but its "efficiency" in this re- 
spect was at the expense of .its patrons who 
bought dressed poultry during that period. 
Let A & P patrons ask themselves if the 
A & P stores in which they made such pur- 
chases were of any real benefit to them. 

(4) . 

•It Shirks the Social Necessity 
of Providing Adequate Income 
to Farmers and Growers # 

The Federal Trade Commission, at the re- 
quest of Congress, investigated factors bear- 
ing on agricultural income and reported in 
1937 that the large chain stores depressed 
prices to growers and farmers and the facts 
revealed by the commission show that the 
A & P was the worst offender of them all. 
The interstate chains, using their mass 
buying power, beat down farmer and grower 
prices below their just or even their current 
level No doubt you have often wondered 
why Congress is always worried about the 
plight of. the farmers, and why it is always 
making huge appropriations for their relic . 
You should wonder no longer. When you 
come to pay increased taxes necessitated by 
such appropriations, ask your pocketbook if 
you really benefit by prices made to you by 
A & P and other interstate chains on farm 
products which embody diminution of a fair 
return to farmers for their labors. 



(S) 

It Shirks the Duty of Maintaining 
or Increasing Employment • 

The A & P during the last three years has 
closed about 4,000 of its stores and opened 
many consolidated stores called Super-Mar- 
kets and thereby has thrown out of employ- 
ment, conservatively estimated, 10,000 of- its 
former employees. The operation of A& 
P's comparatively employee-less self-service 
Super-Markets shows up on its profit ledg- 
ers as "efficiency," but what a cruelly des- 
tructive efficiency I More people on relief, 
more public money for their support! When 
you pay increased taxes necessitated there- 
by, ask your pocketbook if A & P stores 
really benefit you. •>. 

It Shirks the Duty of Law Obedience 

The Federal Trade Commission, after in- 
vestigating A & P operations, found that A 
& P was securing money advantages for it- 
self by violating the provisions of- the Robin- 
son-Patman Act, and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, after a similar investigation, found 
that A & P was securing money advantages 
for itself by violating the provisions of the 
Packers and Stockyards Act. We have al- 
ready shown how A & P secured money ad- 
vantages for itself by violating the provi- 
sions of the Weights and Measures Act of 
the District of Columbia. What arc you to 
say to yourselves when you discover you are 
recipients. of prices that are the result of 
law violation?
